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Here  is  a  final  summary  of  the  KPFA  program  questionnaire  sent  to  1,600  sub- 
scribers in  April  of  this  year.  We  had  hoped  for  a  30%  return  of  the  questionnaires. 
Our  hopes  were  exceeded  in  that  over  40%  of  the  questionnaires  were  returned,  and 
even  at  this  date,  two  months  later,  there  is  still  an  occasional  return  in  the  mail.  The 
following  is  a  summary,  in  percentages,  of  preferred  listening  time,  frequency  of  listen- 
ing and  program  preferences. 

Frequency  of  Listening:  Daily,  52.2%;  Occasionally,  33.1%;  Seldom,  8.0%;  Never 
6.4%  No  Response,  0.3%.

With  regard  to  program  preferences,  we  are  limited  by  space 
and  dislikes,  and  the  percentage  of  those  answering  the  questionnaire  who  indicated 
that  they  listened  to  the  program.  The  remaining  percentages  fall  into  the  "never" 
column  or  those  who  did  not  check  any  response  with  regard  to  listening  frequency, 
and  those  who  checked  "not  interested"  or  made  no  answer  at  all  in  the  response 
column.  Only  the  first  fifteen  programs,  in  order  of  listening  percentage,  are  listed  below.
